U.S. seeks $29m. for bugged embass 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The U.S. has 
presented the Kremlin with a bill for $29 million 
in damages for a new embassy in that insists is 
riddled with listening devices and must be torn 
down. 

U.S. officials expect their claims for compen- 
sation to go even higher but it may not be easy 
to exact satisfaction from the Soviet Union,

Botha to go ahead on

CAPE TOWN (Reuter) -- South Af- 
rican President P.W. Botha is to 
push ahead with legislation to crack 
down on blacks living Dlegally in 
suburbs reserved for whites, despite 
intense opposition from Indian and 

Botha's office announced on 
Thursday that the president had re- 
ferred the controversial legislation 
to the President's Council, a govern- 
ment-dominated body set up to re- 
solve parliamentary deadlocks. 

Botha also referred to the coun- 
cil’s bitterly contested proposals to 
crack down on black squatters who. 
have thronged to South African cit- 
jes. South Africa’s fragile three- 
chamber Parliament came close to 
collapse over the proposals to tight- 
en the group areas act, a coroer- 
stone apartheid law. 

Indian and coloured members re- 
fused to vote on the legislation, 
which they said could lead to the 
eviction of up to 200,000 non- 
whites. The harsh group areas bill, 
which would allow the authorities to 


evict black families without finding 
them alternative accommodation 
and provides for heavy fines, has 
been criticized even by the pro-gov- 
ernment Afrikaans-language press. 

Rapport no r called this 
week for the legislation to be recon- 
Sidered. If it-went through unal- 
tered, “nobody need have any illu- 
sions about the damage that South 
Africa’s name will suffer overseas,” 
it said in an editorial. 

Botha’s decision to press on with 
the legislation came one day after 
nationwide municipal elections in 
which the ruling National Party lost 
many councils to the far-right con- 
servatives. - 

Government members believe 
that white fears over blacks moving 
into whites-only suburbs is one rea- 
son for the rapid growth of conser- 
vative ‘support. 

Meanwhile, the African National 
Congress yesterday described the 
race-based municipal elections as a- 
failure and called on elected black 
councillors to resign. 


PRAGUE (Renter) — Czechoslovak 
police on Friday attacked a crowd of 
5,000 people who chanted demands 
for freedom, beating back demon- 
strators with batons, a water cannon 
and tear-gas. 

Hundreds of officers in full riot 
gear charged in Wenceslas Square in 
central Prague to break up the 
peaceful rally held on the 70th anni- 
versary of the founding of Czecho- 
slovakia as an independent nation. 

Plainclothes officers kicked and 
twisted the limbs of demonstrators. 
Eighty-seven people were detained, 
according to the official Ceteka 
news agency, which branded the 
gathering ‘an anti-Socialist provo- 
cation.” ᾿ 

The rally was organized by the 
Charter 77 human rights movement 
and six other independent groups 
despite a ban and preventive police 
roundup of 60 dissidents. 

Security forces, backed by dozens 
of police and army trucks in ἃ dis- 
play of strength, swept in as soon as 
demonstrators began to sing the na-

A senior U.S. diplomat, speaking 
in Vienna before the Prague rally 
began, criticized Czechoslovakia for 
the dissident roundup and com- 
pared it with raids under Soviet dic- 
tator Josef Stalin.

It was b 
time in recent Kremlin history that 
the Supreme Soviet had failed to 
give unanimous backing to laws al- 
ready endorsed by its ruling presidi- 
um. 
While Gorbachev voted in favour 
of two controversial decrees to 
clamp down on public order, 13 dep- 
uties voted against the first and 31 
opposed the second on Friday in a 
move that stunned other lawmakers 
and the media. 

Both bills subsequently passed by 
an overwhelming majority, but the 
show of independence demonstrat- 
ed how far some deputies have tak- 
en the Kremlin leader's calis for 
greater democracy - to the point of 
voting against a measure Gorbachev 


pablicly supports. 

If Gorbachev was surprised, he 
gave no sign of it. But a murmur of 
excitement ran through the hall 
when the hands were raised against 
the first decree requiring advance 
notice for public demonstrations. 

The 1,350 delegates at the session 
craned to identify the dissenters. So- 
viet news photographers, allowed 
into the hall, swarmed around the 13 
voting against and four abstainers. 

The second decree — authorizing 
Interior Ministry troops to search 
the homes of suspected lawbreak- 
efs, to suppress mass protests and 
work stoppages and conduct spot 
identity checks -- was rejected by 31 
delegates. Twenty-six abstained. 

The votes for and against were 
reported by Tass news agency and 
Sovict television, which showed one 
dissenter with his hand thrust up- 
wards while people around him 
Stared. 


France decides to lift ban on abortion pill 


PARIS (Reuter) — France's socialist 
government, hitting back at conser- 
vative critics, has ordered a drug. 
company to distribute an abortion 
pill that had been withdrawn after 
bitter protests from religious and 
pro-life groups. 

The new ruling, hailed as ἃ tri- 
umph for women’s rights campaign- 
ers, meant that the drug. RU 186. 
withdrawn two months after receiv- 
ing government approval, would 
again be available on the domestic 
market. 

“Once this new discovery existed, 
the product virtually became the 
moral property of women.” Health 
Minister Claude Evin told journal- 
ists, saying he had ordered the pill's 
reintroduction in the interests of 
public health. 

The pill — known as mifepristone 


in France -- induces abortion if taken 
early enough in a pregnancy, mak- 
ing the surgical operations ar suc- 
tion methods normally used unnee- 
essary. 

The French pharmaceutical com- 
pany which produces the pill, Rous- 
sel Uclaf, welcomed the govern- 
ment order and immediately agreed 
τὸ make the drug available ta regis- 
tered distributors. 

But pro-life groups and the Cath 
olic hierarchy. delighted when the 
Pill was originally withdrawn, were 
outraped 

The decision was interpreted as a 
sign of government determination 
Not to give in to a wave of religious 
fundamentalism, which has virtually 
chased the controversial film The 
Last Temptation of Christ from 
French screens. 


Russians, 
Eskimos 
save the day 
for whales 


’ BARROW, Alaska (Reuter) -- Two 


California whales swam towards 
warm waters yesterday at the end of 
8 rescue mission which won praise 
for Eskimos and brought Soviet sail- 


ors Western’ Bitte; including’ Pepsi} τοῖς 


The grey whales, trapped since 
October 7 under ice near the 
Eskimo village of Barrow, entered 
the open sea on Friday. 

The juvenile whales owe their 
freedom largely to simple ice-break- 
ing techniques by the local Inupiat 
Eskimos and two Soviet icebreakers 
which smashed through an ice ridge 
blocking the mammals’ path to dear 
water. : 

Before that, U.S. scientists had 
tried several rescue plans that ulti- 
mately failed. 

For several days while the Eski- 
mos kept the whales alive by work- 
ing round the clock to cut air holes 
in the ice, Veco International, an oil 
industry service company that 
helped develop oil resources πὶ the 
far north, tried to move a 185-ton 
ice-breaking barge some 370km. to 
Barrow. But the barge kept getting 
stuck in the sballow waters of Prud- 
hoe Bay. . 

The National Guard decided to 
try crashing through the ice with a 
6,500 kg. concrete block attached to 
a cable hanging from ἃ helicopter. 
But although it-could punch large 
holes, they were left filléd with ice

The U.S. then announced it had

Honors after two Soviet icebreak- 
ers arrived, they had successfully cut 
through a ridge that contained ice

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The hopeful fringes 


THE only certain thing about next Tuesday's 
national election is that the winner, namely 
the man who he will head the country’s next 
government, can only be the leader of either 
the Likud or the Alignment. Who it is that will 
get the presidential nod will, however, in large 
measure depend on the smaller parties on the 
tight, the left and in the middle. The leverage 
they are thus able to exercise over the major 
parties is often out of all proportion to the 
fringe parties’ true political weight. 

This is, of course, a direct result of Israel's 
traditional, and by a wide agreement deplor- 
able, system of proportional representation 
which allows every splinter group, indeed ev- 
ery little clown, with minimal qualifications to 
run for the Knesset and with minimal luck win 
at least one parliamentary seat. 

In most instances the support by smaller 
parties of either the Likud or the Alignment in 
the making of the future government is more 
or less guaranteed in advance. But it is guar- 
anteed in the implicit understanding that the 
parties’ inclusion in a proposed governing co- 
alition will be duly reflected in the tilting of 
policy in their favoured directions. After all, 
no party wishing to stand for election again 
will sell its support for a mere handful of 
government posts or subsidies for its constitu- 
ency. The hard decision each of the two ma- 
jors will have to take is how far it can allow 
policy to be tilted in order to secure the neces- 
sary minors’ support. 

Most of the minors, the religious parties 
mostly excepted, tend to believe that it is they 
who give authentic expression to what the 
majors, at their best, truly believe but are 
unable to clearly spell out and dauntlessly 
fight for. 

Take, for example, the ultra-nationalist Te- 
hiya. Although anything but a fan of any 
Palestinian autonomy, Tehiya has already 
made it official that it will help make: Yitzhak 
Shamir premier so’ that he could, at least, 
revive massive Jewish settlement in the terri- 
tories. Mr. Shamir is, of course, an ardent fan 
of the idea, but he has in the past shown an 
appreciation of its practical limitations, both 

economic and political. In its campaign ads on 
television, Tehiya has assured voters that it 
will put iron in Premier Shamir’s will for set-,

the Likud, if it meets their non-negotiable 
religi6us demands, might conceivably set up 
what Mr. Shamir now calls a broad coalition, 
meaning one without the Alignment.

One day, perhaps, when the country has at 
long last modified its system of parliamentary 
representation, a major party seeking to form 
a government will be less dependent on the 
favours, often dubious, of political fringe 
groups. But that day is still a bit far off.

Carlucci’s misp 


ONCE AGAIN, an American ad- 
ministration official — this time Sec- 
retary of Defence Frank Carlucci — 
bas censured the power of the 
American Israel Public Affairs 
Committee (Aipac) and questioned 
the loyalty of American Jews. In 
typical fashion, American Jewish 
leaders have dived'for cover, as if 
there were at least a hint of truth to 
this periodic charge voiced (this 
time) by Carlucci. The fact is, nei- 
ther Aipac nor any other American 
Jewish organization has succeeded 
in blocking sales of arms to Arab. 
nations, as a quick review of history 
will reveal. : 

Aipac is the so-called “Israel lob- 
by" that seeks to educate and inftu- 
ence the U.S. Congress on matters 
relating to Israel. A.registered lob- 
by, it is completely funded and 
manned by Americans, not all of 
them Jews. It receives no support 
from the government of Israel other 
than advice on matters before Con- 
gress. Aipac sees its role as lobbying 
Congress to adopt only those posi- 
tions on matters related to Israel 
that are in the interest of the U.S. 

Its first serious challenge to an 
arms sale to the Arabs was the Car- 
ter administration's proposal in 1978 
to sell 60 F-15 fighters to Saudi Ara- 
bia. The House of Representatives 
immediately rejected the sale by a 
wide margin. In rejecting the sale, 
the House leaders cited that the sale 
was inconsistent with Carter's own 
moral opposition to major arms 
sales abroad and they pointed spe- 
cifically to the dangers of selling 
America’s most advanced fighters to 
a backward country that was totally 
uncompromising towards Israel. 

Under U.S. law, the two houses 
of Congress can reject an arms sale 
within 30 days after its proposal by 
the president. Both houses must re- 
ject the sale in order to block it. 
With the House of Representatives’ 
rejection, all attention tured to- 
wards the Senate. Here, Carter 
countered the arguments that de- 
feated the sale in the House by stat- 
ing that the sale to the Saudis was 
important to earn their support for 
the peace process and to encourage 
them to keep oil production high 
and prices low. 

In order to clinch the sale, Car- 
ter’s secretary of defence, Harold 
Brown, wrote a letter to then sena- 
tor John Sparkman, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, stating that the Saudis would 
not request, nor would the U.S. sell 
them, extemal fuel tanks, refueling 
air tankers, or bomb racks that 
would make the Saudi F-15s a threat 
to Israel. 

In the end, the Senate voted 54-44 
in favour of the sale, and Aipa¢ 
suffered a big defeat. As a footnote, 
within a year Saudi Arabia was op- 

ing the Camp David accords-and. 

tripled oil prices, in contradic- 

tion to Carter’s stated objectives for 
making the sale.

SOME 200 MILLION children 
worldwide risk blindness and death 
because they lack Vitamin A, ac- 
cording to the World Health Orga- 
nization (WHO). The agency called 
for urgent action to provide vitamin 
supplements to children at risk in 37 
countries in Africa, Asia and Latin 


America. 

Insufficient Vitamin A intake is 
by far the leading cause of blindness 
in children in developing countries, 
says the WHO. The disorder caused 
by the deficiency, known as xeroph- 
thalmia or “dry eye,” results from a 
combination of inappropriate diet 
and infectious diseases, particularly 
measles. Children under six are 
most vulnerable. 

The Geneva-based agency esti- 
mated that 500,000 children go blind 
every year for lack of Vitamin A, 
and that two-thirds of these die 
within a few weeks of becoming 
blind. Good sources of Vitamin A 


include liver, milk, butter and eggs, 
spinach, carrots, mangoes and papa- 
yas. 


A NATURAL CURE for eczema 
has been endorsed by Sir James 
Black, who recently shared the 1988 
Nobel Prize for Medicine. The Fi- 
nancial Tunes οἵ. London reports 
that Sir James is.d non-executive 
director of Scotia, a small bealth- 


for care company, which has introduced 


the drug. Called Epogam, it is made 
from evening-primrose oil. ἃ favour- 
ite natural remedy of the American 
Indians. 

It is unusual for a “natural cure” 
to receive approval from the British 
Department of Health for use as a 
prescription drug. Sir James, who 
won his Nobel citation for his 
ground-breaking work on beta 
blocker drugs for heart patients 
said, with a hint of irony, that his 
“life's work bas helped make the 
fortunes of some of the world’s larg- 
est pharmaceutical companies.” * 


THERE WILL BE 126 million dia- 
betics in the world by the end of this 
century, according to the deputy 
president of the International Dia- 
betes Federation. Prof. Z. Scara- 
bello. Speaking at a recent confer- 
ence on diabetes held in Eilat. the 
Yugoslavian professor said that Is- 
rael, because of its medical exper- 
tise, has an important role in fight- 
ing the disease. 

There are 200,000 diabetics in this 


country, some of them having to 
inject themselves with insulin, and 
most with Type II diabetes, who 
usually keep the disease under con- 
trol with diet and drugs taken orally. 
Prof. Scarabello said that since envi- 
ronmental factors like diet and over- 
weight are involved in diabetes, 
health education programmes ,éan 
reduce the risk. A diet low in si 
and fat and high in fibre and O~ 
hydrates is recommended. The. dia~ 
betes conference, the first ever held 
here, was sponsored by Lapidot 
Pharmaceuticals, Israeli representa- 
tive of a leading foreign producer of 
insulin, Nordisk. 


A CONTRACEPTIVE injection 
for both men and women, called the 
Ph-20, could go into production 
soon, now that tests on guinea-pigs 
have turned out 100 per cent effec- 
tive, according to the British journal 
Nature. 


The injection, developed at the 
University of Connecticut, produces 
antigens that act on sperm. The tests 
have shown that fertility returns af- 
ter a few weeks, and there are “no 
side effects.” 

The researchers explained in the 
article that the injection of extracts 
of sperm in male and female animals 
is known to produce sterility. Men 
and women who spontaneously pro- 
duce spermatic antibodies are also 
Sterile, the review added.

Union Bank, Bank Leumi’s larg- 
est local subsidiary, reported a net 
inflation-adjusted profit of NIS 9,3 
million for the third quarter of 1988, 
and NIS 26m for the first nine 
months of the year -- both slightly 
ahead on the equivalent 1987 
results. 

Union is the first commercial 
bank to publish its third-quarter fig- 
ures, but the fact that profit rose is 
not considered an indicator of the 
overall banking picture, because 
Union has a negligible exposure to 
the Koor Group. The larger banks 
are expected to start making bad- 
debt provisions for Koor in their 
third-quarter figures. and this may 
well pull their profits down. 

For the July-September quarter 
alone. Union reported strong pre- 
tax earings growth of 22%, with 
gross profit totalling NIS 22.6m. 
However, the bank's tax bill rose 
even faster, by 32% to NIS 13.3m. 
leaving net profit up only 10% at 
9.3m. i 

Total asscts rose by less than 1%, 
with loans τὸ the public up 2% and 
deposits anly fractionally up. but eq- 
uity surged 6.6%. boosted by the 
high earnings rate. 

The nine-month figures. howev- 
er. show loans to the public ahead 
by 17.6% to NIS 1.2 dillion, boosted 
by strong growth in shekel-denomi- 
nated loans. But on the deposit side, 
the bank's heavy skew to dollar and 
dollar-linked deposits from the pub- 
lic restrained the nine-month in- 
crease to only 3.8%. at NIS 1.74b. 
Total assets at September 30 were 
NIS 2.83b.. 5% more than at the 
end of 1987, but equity climbed 21% 
to reach NIS 150.5m. This helped 


improve Union's capital-to-assets 
ratio to 5.3%, from 4.6% at the end 
of last year. 

On an annualized basis, Union's 
πεῖ retum on equity reached 29% 
which, while lower than the 31% in 
the first nine months of 1987. is like- 
ly to'make it the best perfonning of 
the seven largest Israeli banks, 

Union's consistently strong profit- 
ability has made the bank a prime 
target for investors interested in ac- 
quiring bank shares from the gov- 
emment in the wake of the bank 
share redemption. 

However, Leumi last week an- 
nounced that it had waived its right 
to redeem the 14.66% of Union's 
equity that it held under the terms of 
the bank shares “arrangement.” To- 
gether with the 27.25% of Union's 
equity that Leumi held outside the 
terms of the arrangement, which in- 
clude the class of shares that have 
superior voting rights, Leumi has 
some 42% of Union's equity, as well 
as 85.5% of the voting rights. 

The govermment has announced 
its intentién to equalize the voting 
rights of all the banks included in the 
arrangement. But even in this case, 
Leumt’s stake will be dominant, and 
it should be able to reach the 50% 
mark by buying Union shares in the 
open market from those sharehold- 
ers who opted to retain their shares 
under the extension scheme offered 
by the Treasury. 

But if the government equalizes 
Leumi’s own share structure, it will 
hold a majority stake in the parent 
bank, and may then force Leumi to 
sell off Union as a separate entity.

ABU DHABI (Reuter) ~ Increasing 
oumbers of suicide and military at- 
tacks will be carried out against Is- 
raelis by Hizbullah terrorists in Leb- 
anon, the group's spiritual leader 
said on Friday. ᾿ 

Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah 
told the al-Jitihad newspaper that 
Hizbullah would also treat as Israe- 
lis any Christians who tried to set up 
a state in Lebanon. 

“We will escalate military and sui- 
cide attacks against the Israelis,” the 
United Arab Emirates paper quoted 
him in an interview from Beirut. 

“I do not expect partition of Leb- 
anon, but if it happens, then we will 
fight the Christian state because it 
will be hostile to Moslems, and we 
will deal with it as we deal with 
Israel," the paper quoted Fadlaliah 
as saying. 

But he added that Hizbullah also 
opposed plans to try to set up a 
purely Islamic state, because it 
would not have solid support at all 
levels. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. on Thursday 
refrained from criticizing Israel di- 


rectly for Wednesday's raids that 
killed at least 19 Lebanese. 

Asked to comment on the raids, 
State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman reaffirmed the 
U.S. position that “all the parties 
must keep in mind that the pattern 
of action and reaction and continu- 
ing violence in Lebanon has a nega- 
tive impact which serves the interest 
of no one." He added that “restraint 
would serve the interest of all and 
contribute to Security and stability.” 

Arab League ambassador Clovis 
Maksoud told a news conference in 
Washington that the Israeli strikes 
were aimed at disrupting the unifica- 
tion of Lebanon and winning the 
election for the Israeli right. 


Lebanon also strongly con-
